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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the invention of claims 
2-4, including, inter-alia, a sphygmomanometer with a body portion having an arm band 
and a display, and a remote control unit that may be mounted on the body portion and, 
when not mounted, communicates wirelessly with the body portion, where the remote 
control unit has a display, a storage portion for storing identification information about 
subjects being measured, sphygmomanometry date information, and blood pressure 
value trend information for each measurement, and a communication portion that 
acquires the information for display by the display portion. 

Inagaki (US Patent 6344025) teaches a similar device, but does not disclose the 
remote control portion storing information such as subject identification data, date 
information, or blood pressure value trend information. 

Tseng (US Patent 6506162) discloses a sphygmomanometer with a removable 
memory unit for storing patient data. Tseng does not disclose the removable unit being 
configured to control the device, nor being capable of wireless communication. 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the invention of claims 
5-7, including, inter-alia, a sphygmomanometer with a body portion having an arm band 
and a display, a remote control unit with a display and that can be mounted on the body 
portion and, when not mounted, communicates wirelessly with the body portion, and a 
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holding unit that holds the body portion and can adjust the positioning of the body 
portion to take measurements in a desired location. 

Ogura (US Patent 5649536) discloses a sphygmomanometer with a body portion 
and a holding unit (figure 1), but does not disclose the body portion communicating with 
a remote control unit. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
